Involved, at least two of which ware notortaed. The ohjoots of the maneuvers 
were apparently to practice the de^oynent of a notorlssd formation in the 
attack, cooperation of motorized formtioas during battle (especially froa 
the slj^ial corps point of view), and the conduct of the defence. 

2. The attacking force assembled in the area south of Vlsnar and around Schijerin,

Rifle unite of the attacking fores wre observed moving along the Gadebuach- 
Rahna road. The troops showed excellent battle discipline. Two-thlids o'* 
the troops were equipped with machine carbines, one-third with rifles: each 
section equipped with an IMG. The weapons and equlpmeivt appeared to be. 
well-cared-for. Hone of the appeared older than ttenly-flvo, and none 
wre battle decorations or campaign badges. Officers, tAon not'accarapanylnfi 
their men, rode In staff care; none wore seen on horseback, Acccmpajyln"ithr! 
advancing riflemen were horse-drawn carte, nearly all of which were flUea 
with straw. 1

6, The tanks particlpatlnf? in the raanouvera were nalnly T-34 *b monating longp 
barrsllod guns irlth lausalo-bra’tas. Six to ton rlflenen sat on each tank. 
Soria Josef Stalin tanka and a araall unit of aalf-propellsd «^rs (122 ma.) 
on Joaof Stalin chassis wsro obsorved dlroetly west of Oadaliiach. The 
tanks ’.rare parked and canouflai^d during tho day, and moved only at night. 

7, Earthwarlcs wsre thrown up tha defending force between Itohna and Pchgn- 
barg. These wore all trenohas approxlnately twenty neters long, each of 
which was nanned ly a osotlon. Artillery positions were loeatil further 
to the rear. Tha defending foroes were only of minor Importance, and it 
would appear tliat the min object of the maneuvers tons the execution of 
tte attack. 

8, Oa 20 February, oi^it rocket projectors, each mounted on a truck and loaded 
for action, were observed northwest of Ogdebusch. The maneuvers were com- 
pleted on 27 February 1948, and on that date motorlaed rlfls units were 
observed moving through Crlvltz (T-56) in the direction of Parohim (T-74) . 
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
